Wednesday last Mr. H. T. Cummings, 
Clerk of tre superior court of Upson county, 
reached this city and made application at the 
station house for an officer to assist him in find- 
ing Lacinda Cunningham, coiored,a former 
resident of Upson county, who is charged with 
being an acvessory to the killing of her has- 
band. Mr Cummings etated that he had been 
informed that the negro woman had removed 
from Upson and was residing im this ceunty, 
Captain Conally of the force at once joined Mr 
Cumming in search for the woman, Lucinda 
Cunningham. After some 

SHARP DETECTIVE WoRK 
the object of their search was located at a farm 
about seven miles from this city, where she was 
living under the assumed name of Martha 
Hatchins. 

Upon arriving at Mr. Jack Harper's farm 
where the woman was working. it was discover- 
ed that she was out ina field abouttwo miles. 
Mr Harper treated his visitors most cordisl'y 
and extended to them the hospitalities of his 
farm,after which he went to the fleid and brought 
back with him the negro woman, Lacinda Cun- 
ningham. The prisoner with her two capiors 
then returned to the city. Mr Cummings left 
the same evcning for Thomaston. Upson county, 
With his prisoner. In a conversation with Mr 
Cummings a few minutes previous to his depart- 
ure we are enabled to present a few facts in the 
case, which led to the arrest of the negro wo- 
man. Mr Cummings informs us that about two 
years ago, near Thomaston, a pegro man by the 
name of Francis Cunningham was killed by 
Richard Dawson, colored. The murder seems 
to have happened in this manner: Cunning- 
ham was en‘iced intoa field by Dawson, who 
pretended that he had killed a hog and wan ted 
Cunningham to assist him in cutting it ub. 
Daweon carried in his hand a loaded musket, 
with which he claimed to have killed the hog. 

After walking some distance, the two men ar- 
rived at a deep hole apparently newly dug, as 
the upturned earth was perfectly fresh, apd 
near the hole there was laying a field hoe. 
Dawson told Canningham to look into the hole 
and he would see the dead animal. While bend- 
ing forward to look into the opening, Dawson 
fired the contents of his musket into the side of 
bis victim. Cunningham, upon receiving the 
load of lead, fell to the ground, and, throwing 
up both hands, 

CRIED FOR MERCY. 
Dawson appears to have had none in him, as he 
dropped his gun and, taking up the hoe, brained 
Cunuingham upon the spot, The body of the 
Geceased was then roiled into the hole by the 
murderer and covered with dirt and leaves 

Three or four days after this the body was 
found and Dawson arrested upon the charge of 
having been the murderer. He was comaitted 
to jail by a magistrate,where he remained un’! 
tried by the superior court of Upson county. 
Tne defendant was found guilty and sentenced 
to be hung on the 24th of the present month. A 
few Gays ago he made an Open statement of the 
whole affairin which he recounted the Killing 
of Cunningham as given above. He also stated 
that Lucinda Cunningham, the wife of the muar- 
dered man, had induced him to ail) her husbaad 
upen a promise that after it was all over she 
would marry him.

Styles of Canton, two of the counsel for Catha- 
rine Southern, yeeterday laid the case of the con- 
demned woman before his excellency, Governor 
Colquitt, and made their appeal for a commuta- 
tion of her sentence. Governor Colquitt said 
he would take up the case on Monday—(toemor~ 
row) and dispose of it promptly. Col styles, we 
learn, was emphatic in his convictions, and 
asked fora full pardon. He has been among 
ghe people of the neighborhood where the 
homicide was committed, and is probablye 
thoroughly posted in the case, and 
that he is earnest and conscious 
in his convictions of Catharine Sothern's inno- 
cence of crime, there can beno doubt. He 
brought with him tothe governor a full trans- 
cript of the record and various affidavits 
showing the character of the woman, and im- 
portant facts not known at the trial. The case 
made by the state, and developed through t"ese 
affidavits, is quite diffrent from that her tof>re 
published in the newspspers, and when made 
public, it is claimed, will satisfy the public that 
Kate Sotherao is entitled to the fullest clemency 
of the pardoning power.

The committee on Episcopacy submitted a 
paper on the death of Bishop Marvin, whitn 
lulled the conference into perfect peace and was 
heard with profound interest. The paper was 
as follows: 


REPORT NO, 8 OP COMMITTEE ON EPISCOPACY.- 


The committee on Episcopacy asked leave ‘o 
ofter the following tribute to the memory of t*e 
lave Bishop Marvin: fe 

In view of the elaborate and full statements «of 
dates and dataile of work ein memoria) 
sermons and obituaries, we do nut deem it n+ 
essary DOW *o do more than to express the great 
sorrow ‘hat fills our hearts on account of the r»- 
mova! of this eminent servant of God from 
amongst us. 

For nearly twenty years he served the church 
in the high Official station of general super!s~ 
tepdent. In this capacity he illustrated, in «i 
eminent degree, the zeal, the purity of life, t.e 
seif-forgetfulness, and the entireness of con#:- 
cration that characterized the eposties of otir 
Lord, thus farnishing the highest possible titi 
to be recogn'zed as their successor. 


were: “O, wife, how my breast hurts me.” 
This he repeated at two o’clock Monday morn- 
ing, At fwur o'clock he died. His son came 
ané told me bis father was dead. I went and 
saw as he lay 0 peaceful. 1 could scarcely be 
eye he was deaa. saw then bow calmly his 
soul had gone outof his body. Bishop Mc 
Tyelre was telegraphed for, at the request of 
Mre Marvisi. to preach his funeral sermon. 
H+ came. The funeral was preached at Cen- 
lepary church, and it was filled with representa- 
tive men of al] callings and professions. Over 
f rty ministers were in the funeral proce:sion. 
We !aid hizo to rest on a bleak November after 

noon with the hope of that resurrection he so 
cherished 2.0d so elc quently preached. 

The speaker concluded with a pethetic tribute 
to the me:zory of the great and good man’ 
whose liie wes cut off in the meridfan of his 
glory. He esid there had never been sucha 
funeral in St. Louis. Weall united in paying 
honor to hitn whom we all felt most deserved it. 

The speaker announced the formation of the 
Marvin memorial association and ite two-fcld 
object—to crect a monument to the memory of 
the bishop end to provide a home for his family. 

The bishop died a poor man. He left 
his family very iiitie. I saw his 
bank box and on the stubs I saw 
how he had spent his money. Fifty dollars 
here toa young student, filty there to rome 
miarionary, «nd to allsuch objects. This show- 
ed how he had performed thoee charities, the 
extent of which will never be kncwn. 

Hie books have had a most wonderful sale, 
and contribute something to the support of his 
family. His family is not self-supporting, ex- 
cepting hie son. His wife and his daughtersare 
dependent cs the church and their friends. We 
want a mons ment to his memory. 

Mrs. Marviv very delicately declined to take 
any home f:om the church while the grave of 
her husbanc ils unmarked. 

We do not want acostly monument or a pale 
ace. Weon)y ask a single shaft of granite for 
his grave an« a comfortable home for his fami- 
ly. Weare somewhat disappointed in what has 
been done, but we are con fident of a better work 
in the pear future. 

John Hogan, (lay 8t Louis conference) asked 
permission as a layman to saya few words in 
reference to Bishop Marvin. He had known 
him since 1445. For many years he had been 
most intimate with him. He had married him 
to his now s0Orrowing widow. “I heard him 
preach often, always witbjattention an dfinterest 
audi hope with benefit. 1 first heard him 
preach the funeral of a sainted woman from the 
text “Blessed are the dead who die in the Lord,”’ 
I saw in that sermon the promise of a great and 
useful life, The last sermon I heard from him, 
the Sunday before he died was also from Reve- 
lation and it: promised life eternal to the righte- 
ous. I have thought that this was the beaming 
out of the divine intentionin regard to that 
man and tins the light from the heayenly gates 
already fell on him. I heard him speak to the 
children wit simplicity. I loved Enoch Marvin. 
I knew him well. 1 know of hie charities / 
have had him come W mc «1:4 berrow money 
that hem gt giveitto another. We shal! not 
soon look upon his like again. He loved his 
church witb sl! his might. To it he gave his 
splendid powers, and in its pu'pit he preached 
those grand truthe which wil] not be forgotten. 
He loved his church and devoted to ital) his 
strepgth, He labored for it with untiring zeal, 
and he died toritin bis burning love. He is 
gone He is not, for God took him.”’ 

@W MM Rueb, clerical, Missouri conference, said 
he could not deny himaelf the privilege of p y 
ing a tribut® «o the memory of his oid classmate, 
Enoch M Maryin. “*We were born in the same 
county ; we were licensed to preach in the same 
month.” Tbe speaker then related an incident 
which occurred when they had been in the min- 
istry eighteen years. ‘'He put his arm around 
my neck and said, Brother Rush, we will piedge 
eighteen years more to the ministry of Christ ”’ 
The last conference he held wasin the same 
church where we had made the promise and he 
recurred to the circumstance, and the time had 
justexpired. Boon after this he died. ‘‘I loved 
Euoch M Marvin, as I loved no otherman. He 
Was the mori apostolic manI ever knew. I 
knew him we!! and I loved him much.” 

Missouri con/erence, 
paid a brief aud touching tribute to the memory 
of the departed, whom he said he had known 
long and love: and honored.

DEATH OF HARL RUSSELL. 


The death of the veteran Whig states- 
man is announced. He was born in 
1792 He was the third son of the sixth 
duke of Bedford. All his years of ac- 
tivity were spent in office. He was, in 
short, the Hannibal Hamlin of Great 


| Britain, in more respects than one. He 


was elected to Parliament in 1813, and 
sat from that time down to his last 
sickness in one house or the other ; and 
yet no man can name any great meas- 
ure that he originated. But he was the 
champion office-holder of England, 
Nearly eyery whig cabinet since 1830 
took him in, and on the death of Lord 
Palmerston, in 1865, he became 
prime minister for the second 
time. Mr. Gladstone was one of his 
colleagues, and in the effort fo extend 
the elective franchise the ministry were 
defeated by a majority of eleven. They 
resigned, after leas than a vear’s service. 
This terminated the dead statesman’s 
official services outside of the house of 
lords. He was long known as Lord 
John Russell, but when he was raised 
to the peerage, in 1861, he became 
koown as Earl Russell. During the 
late war in this country, he was secre- 
tary for foreign affairs, and as such pur- 
sued a policy of neutrality and non~in- 
tervention in American affairs. He 
however believed that the union was 
doomed to dissolution, and if he had 
had the support of his colleagues, it is 
thought that he would have favored 
a recognition of the struggling confede— 
racy.

TH& PRICE U¥ GOLD. 


The slightly upward tendency of 
gold is doubtless owing to the immense 
and rapid calls of the syndicate for 
bonds.. “It seems at first sight,” says 
the Baltimore Gezette, “a paradox that 
the eale of fifty millicn of bonds under 
the contract of April il should at first 
have jiewered the premium on gold 
and then bave advanced it; yet such 
is the fact. When the contract was 
first announced the price of gold fell to 
one-eighth of acent un the dollar—a 
practica! disappearance of the premi- 
um. Frem various quarters at that time 
came the reports that the premium had 
totally disappeared ; that banks were 
redeeming their cirvulation in gold, 
and receiving gold on deposit and pay- 
ing it aut interchangeably with green- 
backs. This was the first effect of the 
fifty-miillion loan. It made resumption 
at the appointed time an assured thing, 
and therefore no money was to be made 
by howrding gold in anticipation of a 
rise. his state of affairs continned for 
a whils and then gold began very slow- 
ly to mount up again: though still 
within the fractions of one cent on the 
doWar, the market is stronger than it 
it has been for several weeks. The ex- 
planation is however very simple. The 
purchase of fifty miliions of four-and. 
a-half-per-cent bonds practically with- 
drawe.that amount of gold from the mar- 
ket an‘! locks it up in the yaults of the 
treasury. For this gold does not come 
vary largely from Europe ; it is the gold 
that is already here, brought hither by 
the balance of trade in our favor, or our 
excess of exports over imports. It is 
gold that has been locked up in safe- 
depos.t companies, or specially deposi- 
ited in banks and which has been “car~ 
ried’’ from day to d&y by special agree- 
ment. If there be any wonder that 
the premium on gold has advanced, 
the wonder is that it has advanced so, 
little. . 


“BULL AND BEAR. 

It is nearly three months since the 
twenty-nine sections of the treaty of 
San Stefano went into effect, and out of 
all the cloudy negotiations that have 
intervened only two facts can beclearly 
established: first, England demands 
that the entire treaty shall be submit- 
ted to a congress of the powers for ex- 
amination and revision; second, Russia 
says the treaty shai! not be submitted 
in its entirety to ary congress for exe 
amination and revision. Neither side 
has modified its ultimatum, and noth- 
ing @sse Of an important nature has 
has come from the almost interminable 
negotiations. 

Durving4the past week (lere has been 
great anxiety to ascertain the result of 
Count Schouvaleff's visit to the czar. 
If he accomplished anything, very tew 
know what it is, aud not one of them 
has “leaked.” Ths objects and results 
of his visit are a profound mystery at 
this writing. It has been freely assumed 
that the trusted minister ieft his post 
at London for the purpose of bringing 
about a compromise between Russia 
and /:oglaud that would insure peace. 
Even this assumption may have been 
unwarranted. It is much more proba- 
ble that the czar wanted the benefit of 
the observations and opinions of his 
abluet diplomat outside of Gortscha- 
koff, and therefore called him to 
the capital, preferring an _inter- 
view to dispatches. But whatever 
Scheuvaloff’s mission may have been, 
it bas not been explained to the public. 
Even the correspcndents are nonpluss- 
ed, and when they despair, it must be 
a case of profound secrecy. 

The negotiation’ are really no indi- 
cations at all; and when we look at the 
drift of events on either side, we are 
foread to the conclusion that war is 
possible. Both sides are arming, and 
it is difficult to say which is sharpening 
its sword the fastest. Russia is buy- 
ing steamships in distant parts of the 
world, sending recruits to the front by 
tens of thousands, making contracts for 
arias by hundreds of thousands, and 
threatening the fortressess of the quad- 
riisteral. England is bringing 
troops from India and put- 
ting every availab'e vessel of her 
imoxense navy in commission. It is 
doubtless the hopes that she holds out 
that induce Turkey to refuse the sur- 
render of Varna and Batoum. The 
Hungarian war party have aiso ob-~ 
tained the ascendancy in Austria, and 
the occupation of Bosnia and the Her. 
zezovina is said to be at hand. This 
must mean an Austro Anglican alli-~ 
ance. In that eventSVarna would be 
al! important. While the Turks attack 
the Russians in front, and the Aus- 
trians on the right flank, the British 
wérld be expected to strike their left 
flank, with Varpaasa base. A cloud 
of insurgents would add to the dis» 
tresses of Todleben’s army. | 

This is, however, looking into the 
future. Russia may not remain as 
stubborn as she has been. The warlike 
} proparations may be but brag in an ac- 
tive form. National vanity may sud 
den!y give way in the face of the hor- 
rors and sufferings of war. It is. cer- 
tainly difficult to forecast the result, 
but at present it does not look as 
peaceful as we have hoped it would. 
We may be sure of one thing -the cul« 
mination of the dreary discussion will 
not be long postponed. Peace or war 
will be practically determined upon 
within a fortnight. 


THE CLOSE DISTRICTS. 


The fall campaign will be one of 
grest interest, because it will decide 
which party shall control the lower 
house, thus perhaps deciding the next 
presidential canvass. The fight will be 
msvle with a full knowledge of the im- 
portance of the stake.

They will 
foster splits in democratic districts, 
sad play into the hands of any clique 
c* faction that will agsist them in their 
eforte to overcome democratic ascens 
daney in the house.

In the democratic state 
of Inciana, tor example, they elected in 
1876 only two out of eleven; in the dem- 
ocratic state of Ohio, only eight out of 
twenty.

THE EPISCOPAL CONVENTION. 


The Second Day’s Proceedings. 


Avausta, May 15, 1876. 

Editors Constitution: The conveution 
re-assembled at 94 o’clock and after

Williams and Glazebrook, the bishop 
announced the convention ready for 
busine-s.

The chairman of that committee re-

bric. Many ofthe clergy opposed the 
canon, stoutlv insisting that tne Epis 
copal authority was ample to™ restrain 
and prohibit allsuch innovations with- 
out additional legislation. 

Rey. C. C. Williams and Boone of 
Savannah had the opposition in short 
but ables hes. Especially did kev. 
C. C, Williams oppose the canon, main- 
taining that it was unwise legisiation 
and that there was no existing necessity 
for such a law. 

The bishop tock the floor, and all 
could see from his earnest manner how 
deeply he felt the importance of the 
adoption of the canon. We never saw 
or heard him when he seemed half so 
powerful as in the speech ne made. He 
called upon the convention to place the 
diocese beyond the possibility of dis- 
turbance by innovations on the rubric, 
which this canon would do. It would 
declare to the world that the church is 
and ever has been true to her ancient 
az and conservatism. The debate

Nota great many months ago 
a whole street was blown up in Boston 
and caused a serious loss of life. The 
unfathomed mysteries of the explosion 
and fire in Barclay street are sti!l recent 
and fresh in the minds of our citizens. 
These calamitiesare now suppiement- 
ed by one with the same character of 
mystery, and and they all show that 
our men of science, who ought to know 
something of the conditions thats ener- 
ate dangerous gases and the precautions 
that are needed to avert their destruct- 
ive effects, have yet a wide field for re- 
search and discovery. The losses by 
the Minneapotis exp!orion are likely 
to coraespond with the exceptional na~ 
ture of the event, and they are certain 
to be more severe ata time when im- 
pending war in Europe is stimulating 
trade ard production in all kinds of 
breadstuffs.
